The Use of L.P. Gas 
As a Tractor Fuel 

We have recently received some 
information from the Experimen¬ 
tal Station at Lethbridge, regard¬ 
ing the use of L.P. gas as a tractor 
fuel, and believe that this inform- 
ion may prove interesting and 
serve as a guide to anyone con¬ 
templating its use. 

Recent literature on the use of 
L.P. gas as a tractor fuel, indicate 
that a price differential in favour 
of Propane of 3c to 5c per gallon 
is necessary to offset the instal¬ 
lation cost of the tank and equip¬ 
ment and to provide an overall 
cost equivalent to gasoline. Tests 
indicate that because of the slower 
rate of burning of L.P. gas, the 
ignition timing should be advan¬ 
ced from 5 to 10 degrees. This 
fuel provides clean combustion and 
slightly better lugging ability, but 
the maximum power developed is 
not appreciably different from 
that of gasoline. L.P. fuel is best 
suited for use in motors having a 
compression ratio of 6:1 or higher. 
Cold type spark plugs and a cold 
manifold should be used.

Disinfection of Small 
Water Supplies 

Next month many families will 
be starting out on their annual 
holiday trek. Some of them no 
doubt will be going into areas 
where safe, pure drinking water 
is very difficult or Impossible to 
obtain. It should be remembered 
that clear water can be dangerous 
water, the germs that cause ty¬ 
phoid and other intestinal disord¬ 
ers, cannot be seen. Therefore It 
is always n good practise to dis¬ 
infect water from streams, lakes 
or other sources before drinking it. 

Boiling is one of the best meth¬ 
ods of destroying germs in water 
Water that is being disinfected in 
this manner should be boiled at 
least five minutes. Aeration by 
splashing or pouring will improve 
the taste. 

Where polling Is impractical, 
disinfection' with sodium hypoch- 
lorate may be used. This chemical 
Is readily available at most groc- 
orf stores. Household sodium hyp- 
ochlornte usually contains about 4 
to 5? chlorine and the following 
calculations are based on this 
figure; for clear water add the 
following quantity 2 drops for a 
gallon of wat»r. For cloudy waters 
or those containing sediment, add 
half again this amount.

Board of Trade Luncheon and 
2,4-D Demonstration Held 


Secretary Lethbridge 
Chamber of Commerce 
Is Guest Speaker 

Dennis O’Connell, Secretary of 
the Lethbridge Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, was the speaker at the 
Board of Trade Luncheon held in 
the I.O.O.F. Hall on Wednesday, 
June 21st. Mr. O’Connell stressed 
the advantages of the work of a 
live Board of Trade in the com¬ 
munity, and pointed out that 
Board of Trade activities in Can¬ 
ada has doubled within the last 
two years. Twice as many organ¬ 
izations had been formed and most 
of these were in small communit¬ 
ies. A great deal of community 
service which did not come within 
the scope of other service organ¬ 
izations. could be accomplished by 
a live Board of Trade, and he ur 
ged those present to get behind 
the organization and support the 
work. 

President Ross Walker presided 
at the luncheon. A fairly good 
attendance was present and en¬ 
joyed a delightful luncheon cater¬ 
ed to by the Thigh Hill Women’s 
Institute. Others present were, 
Mr. W. T. Hill, president of the 
Alberta Association of Boards of 
Trade and Chambers of Commerce. 
Mr. Hill spoke briefly about the 
provincial organization and Its ob¬ 
jects. Mr. Gordon Sterling, of the 
Department of Agriculture, spoke 
on soil conservation and weed con¬ 
trol. He ^tressed the importance of 
conserving the soil by preventing 
erosion and drifting. The preser¬ 
vation of the soil wns a matter 
of the utmost urgency and im¬ 
portance to everyone.

. Vulcan’s annual blood donor clinic, held last 
Thursday evening, was better attended than was an¬ 
ticipated earlier in the week, when only 38 had signed 
the lists signifying their intention of attending. But 
it was still below the objective of 150 donors, with 114 
actual donations of blood received. 

The mobile blood transfusion service clinic of 
the Red Cross Society came to Vulcan from Arrow- 
wood, where 115 blood donations had been received.

such buying countries to grow 
more of their own grains and to 
buy less from exporters. On the 
other ha.id. (he population of the 
world is steadily increasing at 
about twenty million additional 
mouths to be fed each year. This 
creates additional demands whieh 
must in the end make its weight 
felt, for there is a limit to the 
quantity of grains and other food¬ 
stuffs that the limited cultivable 
land of this world can produce. 
Certainly it would seem that by 
aggressive salesmanship, and part¬ 
icularly if open markets are per¬ 
mitted- to register one price at 
any moment to all buyers, (here 
should be markets for all the high 
quality wheat and other foodstuffs 
that Canada can produce.
